CAPITALISTS 
AFTER FOX 
LAKE ROAD 

Affairs ore coming to a crisis in tho 
Waukegan Fox Lake Railroad, and within 
sixty days, the road will go either to the 
Standard Oil Company, to A. 0. Frost, to 
the North Shore- Electric Company, or 
private capital may be advanced to pro- 
mote it Independently. - R. D. Wynn, the 
man who organized tbe road, secured the 
franchise, and has made it a success so' far, 
holds tbe controlling hand, and -will play 
it to his best advantage. 

The status of the road is as follows: To 
promote it, secure a right of way, and 
build it as far as it-is now, has required 
an expenditure of;|50,000 on the part ^ of 
tbe North Shore Electric Company. Mr. 
Wynn.has been given a chance to redeem 
the road,, but this chnncesexplrea in sixty 
days, at the end of which time the North 
Shore Electric will assume control, and at- 
tend to its further growth and develop- 
ment. 

. On the other. hand, Frost stands ready 
with 950,000 to pay the redemption money 
and save the road from the North Shore 
Electric, absorbing it of course into his 
own system. 

The third factor in the problem appears 
in the shape of Theodore Rockefeller, a 
relative of John D, Rockefeller, who with 
several associates carefully examined tbe 
rofid from one end to the other, discovered 
the value of its franchise, and the state of 
its finances, and left with- \he Intimation 
that it might bo an acceptable place for 
Standard Oil capital, which they are in- 
vesting heavily in railroads of all kinds.

"Billy" Safford, on old man residing at 
Wlnthrop Harbor and at present serving 
as a nlgbt watchman in the plant . of the 
Municipal Engineering company, is either 
dreaming or be Is the most fortunate man 
in this section of the country. 

It is. claimed by people at Wlnthrop 
Harbor, and Billy believes it himself, that 
Safford has recently received letters from 
New York which show that be Is heir to 
on estate of $7,000,000, and, what is 'more 
to the point, it is claimed that tbe tangle 
connected with the settlement of the estate 
in question Is now being untangled'in the 
New York courts and Safford is soon to 
come into the enjoyment of his money. 
In addition to this Safford has been able 
to establish his relationship to President 
Roosevelt, and while the relationship is 
'distant it is sufficient to connect him with 
tbe first family, in tbe land. 

Safford is 86 years of aire and his story 
rends like the dream of a childish old man 
but it is pretty well authenticated and 
there is no one in Withrop Harbor £ut-be» 
lieves that Billy's story will come true iand 
that in the near future. The attorneys'. In 
New York who have charge of the. matter 
claim that they will be able to turn a vast 
sum of money over to* Safford by Oct , .1 of 
this year, and Billy Is simply/ existing 
until the money nnives^.. 7 • -> - T s 
■ The land that is involved Iain's strange 
claim of the Winth'rop Harbor than Is a 
tract of ninety-six acres of land in Harlem 
in New York City. It is. covered with 
sky scrapers and is grimy from the dust of 
a thousand chimneys in the neighborhood. 
Stafford's great-grandmother had an an* 
disputed' title to the property and most of 
it was leased for ninty-sine years. Long 
since the old woman was gathered to her 
fathers and the leases have just expired. 
New York capitalists have acknowledged 
the claim of. Safford and the other heirs 
and have offered to. either buy the property 
or take new leases for the period named in 
tbe former leases, 

In the meantime the multi-millionaire 
is living at the Nelnabar hotel, a common* 
place lodging house for workmen, and all 
night he tramps the confines of the plant 
at Wlnthrop Harbor, earning a paltry 150 
a month for his, .labor. He never varies 
his duties and in the last four- years he 
has not missed a single day. The only 
thing that worries him is the fact that he 
is sometimes forced to wait for his meals. 

Safford stated that when he came into 
bis money he would build the finest house 
in Winthrop Harbor and then bring bis 
daughter there to keep house for him, The 
daughter is married and lives in Colorado 
and is- childless. The villagers alL. love 
the kindly old man and tbe merest baby in 
the town knows that Billy is a millionaire. 
Safford was formerly a conductor on an 
Illinois railway. 

There are nine or ten heirs to the im- 
mense estate but Safford has the first claim 
being the next of kin to the old lady who 
formerly secured the land during the Dutch 
occupancy of New York, President Roose- 
velt is one of tbe numerous heirs to the' 
property, and a year, ago when attorneys 
offered to settle with Safford for a few 
hundred dollars he declined' the offer and 
it is claimed that it was the President of 
the United States that advised him to take 
this action in regard to the settlement,

Wounded Dragged From De- 
bris After Hours, But Many 
Bodies Remain Hidden 

■ 

Twenty to thirty persons were killed and 
more than half a hundred severely injured 
when the middle section of the big depart- 
ment store of the John G. Myers Company 
at Albany, N. Y„ collapsed at 8:50 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, carrying 100 men, 
women and children into tbe basement. 

All day and far into tbe night firemen 
and laborers were digging frantically in 
the ruins, hoping to rescue alive some of 
those imprisoned in the debris. Forty-six 
injured persons were dragged from the 
ruins before midnight, and six bodies were 
taken out. Three more bodies were in 
sight, and it was the general opinion of the 
searchers that all those who remained in 
the ruins were dead. 

The best account of the event that prob- 
ably caused the ruin Is given by tbe head 
of the crockery, glass and drug department 
which occupied the basement. 

"Tbe workmen were sawing at a wooden 
floor beam which runs under the end of 
the central pillar in the middle of the 
Btore," said he. "Excavation for the ■ cel- 
lar was going on about the base of this 
pillar, and I believe that jarring of tbe 
beam beneath it displaced the foundation 
of tbe pillar. The first thing I knew two 
of the counters near the place where tbe 
men were working began to sag, and 
several pieces of glassware slid off onto the 
'floorwltlra'crnBh;' " I yelled" to "my -clerks" 
to run for the front of the store. The 
words were not out of my mouth when 
there came a cracking and everything 
around us began to fall." 

The pillar which gave way supported 
the ends oE two giant girders, and when it 
fell the main support of the central part of 
the building was gone. With a noise that 
could be beard blocks away and which 
shook tbe adjoining buildings, nearly half 
the great structure, from cellar to roof, and 
extending from one side wall to the other, 
went down. 

Into this cavern slid scores of employes 
who were working on the four floors above 
aha locked the warning which enabled 
those in the basement to escape. 

The volunteer rescuers and firemen con- 
tinued the work until exhausted, when 
their places were token by a wrecking force 
of 300 men from the New, York- Central 
and Delaware and Hudson' railroads. 
When the darkness came it was estimated 
that nearly fifty persons still remained . In 
tbe ruins, and that not more than, half of 
these could survive. '*.*;, »

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Automobiles Now Doing Their Share 
Torrard Making Good Heads. 

Tbe crowning glory of automobile tour- 
ing, however, lies in the demand created 
In all parts of the world where motor cars 
are being used for pleasure or business 
purposes, for good roads. Here in Ameri- 
ca the good roads movement within recent 
years', has become a question ' of national 
importance. With the exception of a few 
states, notably New Jersey and Massa- 
chusetts, the subject of better roads was 
the lost thought that gave the legislators 
the least particle of trouble. The automo- 
bile club of Amorica expended a tremend- 
ous amount of argumentative energy in 
trying to 'convince tbe law makers oE New 
York that the making oE good rhada was a 
good business investment. Their appe'ala 
brought out a few thousand dollars, some-' ■ 
what grudgingly given . Finally the gener- 
ous sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
was appropriated, and at the forthcoming 
election a constitutional amendment will 
be presented to tbe voters providing that 
the state bond itself for five million dollars 
for ten years for the building of Improved 
wagon roads. , 

Agitation baa been productive of similar 
good results in other states, Gov,. Deneen 
of Illinois, gnvB a marked illustration of 
the growing demand for better, roads in . 
the west, when in his last message, he 
made a' strong plea for the expenditure of 
more money and careful thought on road 
building. Hia statement that barely two' , 
per cent 'of 'tba Illinois roads are suitable 
for traffic at all periods of the year was no 
exaggeration, and scores of other states 
could show no higher average. Depart- " 
meats of Highways have been established 
in California, Idaho, Minnesota, Missis- . 
slppi, Missouri, -Oreeon, Tennessee and.' 
several of the eastern states in which : the .' 
good road movements have* languished. 
Florida recently appropriated five hundred , 
thousand dollars for good roads, and it ia\ <■' 
confidentially predicted that within a abort i^_ 
time there will not be a state in the \inion • 
that will not manifest pride in the increas- 
ing, mileage of its serviceable roads good

STATE'S OLDKHT COURT HOUSE. 

Historical Structure at IlIoomliiKton 
Destroyed by Fire. 

Bloomlngton's oldest building nnd the 
eldest court houso in Illinois was destroy- 
ed by fire tho other day. The old struc- 
ture had not been In use for the last ten 
years. Although an effort has been 
mado to keep tramps and others from 
occupying tho structure, it Is presumed 
that somo followers of n street carnival, 
which had been In the city) occupied tho 
place and carelessly set It on fire. The 
disposition of the ancient structure has 
been a subject for discussion during tho 
last year, but no action had been taken. 
This building was the first houso erected 
In Bloomtagton, tho date of its construc- 
tion being is:ii. James AUIn was tho 
builder,, and It was originally n log cabin 
of two rooms, It then being the only 
structure of any pretensions lu McLcnn 
county. It was selected for tho Circuit 
Court and was used as a court house for 




uloohinoton's old court house. 



many years- after. Some of the most 
fa mouB lawyers of Illinois practiced lu 
the old court house, nnd many incidents 
ore recalled of Lincoln, Salem, Qavls and 
other notables of tlm pioneer dnys who 
wore heard In the early litigation of cen- 
tral Illinois., The first Circuit Court was 
held In September, 1 8111. About tcu 
years Inter It was succeeded by a more 
commodlouH and modern structure of 
brick, den, Asabel Orhlley, Blooming- 
ton's first millionaire, purchased the old 
building from James Allin In the 40's. He 
sold It to the late Dr. J. W. Sttpp. The 
building was given weather boarding nnd 
some additions and was occupied by Dr. 
Btipp and wife for nearly forty.ycnrs. 
Following the death of Dr. Stlpp, his 
widow occupied it, but for the last ten 
or fifteen years It had been vacant. It 
had been proposed to move the bultdlug 
to Miller Park and prcservo it. Mrs. 
Stlpp, who Is an eccentric woman of SO, 
would not entertain the proposition, and 
operations 'Were blocked. The fire sol veil 
the problem effectually and destroyed 
one of tho most Interesting historical 
structures In tho State. 



HOLD COUNT IN Tlti: JAIL. 

"Violent Maniac Makes It NeccMtiry am 
He Can Not He Dressed. 

The unusual spectacle of a session of 
court being held in the jail corridors was 
witnessed In Jo] let. It wns made neces- 
sary because of the inability of the offi- 
cials to subdue a raving maniac and 
make blm presentable for a trip to the 
court house. WDUnni. BItrowich, a sturdy 
miner from the coal fields, was the unfor- 
tunate. He has been' sick at the hos- 
pital in Jollet for two months and then 
went suddenly and violently Insane, cre- 
ating a reign of terror 'until he could be 
removed to tho county jnIL His hearing 
In the County Court was set and Jailer 
Wills and several deputies commeuoed 
tho task of dressing the man, who had 
stripped himself nude. BItrowich fought 
against being removed from his cell, 
breaking chains and straps with ease. 
Ho was finally hauled Into the Jail cor- 
ridor, where the struggle wns renewed. 
BItrowich had the strength of several 
men and for an hour successfully fought 
tho efforts of five deputies to get him 
under control. Physicians were summon- 
ed 'and drugs we're resorted to^ but they 
apparently had ho effect. "The clothing 
of the officials was torn oft nnd they were 
scratched, and otherwise injured. Tho 
maniac made desperate efforts' to bite his 
captors, but did hot succeed,* Finally, 
after using blankets, straps, handcuffs, 
chains and ropes, the mnn- was fastened 
so that ho could Injure neither himself 
nor anyone else,, although he conn tinned 
to struggle against his .bonds". As It wns 
impossible to take the patient to the 
court room, Judge Haven and other court 
officials came to the Jail, where n judi- 
cial examination regarding the man's 
mental condition wns made. There was 
no hesitancy over tho verdict, and the 
man, strapped In a stretcher, was taken 
to Kankakee.

■Ourcaa. 

Down In Southwestern Kansas, some 
hundred miles or to below "Dodge," is 
a verltahlo "promised land" flowing In 
milk mid honey, and destined some day 
to tako a prominent place In the top- 
notch f it riulng country of tha Great 
Southwest. „ 

Hero Is what a recent enthusiastic 
visitor tnys nbont It: 

In, tho first place tho farmers ot this 
section, with the assistance of the 
great experimental farms and re- 
searches of tho agricultural' depart- 
ments of tho government and of the 
State, hare found out what tho Lord 
mado this country, for, and they are 
getting rich. 

For Ave kinds of African corn, dark 
and light, Kafllr, Jerusalem corn, mllo 
maize mid dwraf maize, for four kinds 
of cane, (sorghum), for Texas red oats, 
for beardless barley, durum wheat and 
alfalfa, this country Is proving as sure 
a crop country ns Iowa and Illinois oro 
for corn nud other cereals needing 
from thirty to forty Inches of rainfall. 

One township alone In Maada County 
this year shows by assessor's returns 
more than 25,000 acres of winter wheat 
In splendid condition and a largo acre- 
age, being planted in durum or maca- 
roni wheat this spring. In all of the 
counties In this section tho wheat Is 
very One and a very much Increased 
acreage over last year. It Is "The 
Artesian Valley of Meade County" that 
makes It famous. It Is a sort of freak 
formation, found only here. 

Crooked Creek or Snoko Creek, as 
tho . Indians called it, is . one of the 
several forks that, coming together, 
form the Clmmaron river. At Meade 
a stone could easily bo thrown across 
the volley. From this point It widens 
out until It Is about twelve miles wide 
some eight or ten miles above Meade. 
It then narrows again for ten or fif- 
teen miles, making an average width 
of perhaps five or six miles for some 
twenty-uvo miles. This Is all free al- 
luvial soil, underlaid with sheet water, 
which Is within easy reach of alfalfa 
roots. In other words, It is a true sub- 
Irrigated district,. TliU sheet water Is 
from five to forty feet from the sur- 
face. Twenty-five thousand acres of 
alfalfa now growing in thla valley 
from one to ten years old, Illustrates 
the subject much better than It eao 
be told. 

Below this sbratum of sheet water 
at from eighty-five to two hundred and 
seventy-five feet, artesian water Is 
found. There are something like 2,000' 
of these wells now flowing In the val- 
ley. They are put down at a nominal 
expense. .The water Is pure and soft 
and has a temperature of GO degrees 
summer and winter. There are from 
110 to 125 sections of this land. I om 
familiar with the country In New 
Mexico nod elsewhere that Is on the 
market as alfalfa laud, and I feel that 
I know that right here in Meade Coun- 
ty, Kansas, are better values multi- 
plied several times than can be obtain- 
ed elsewhere. I look to sec this section 
of the country, In the not far -distant 
future, recognized as among the most 
valuable lauds in the United States.

Nearly every one who has hnd 
dealings with Washington will testify 
as to the tedious regulations which 
must bo observed and the vexatious 
delays which exhaust the pntlcuco of 
those who hnve trf do with the depart- 
ments, Tlie President, who, by tem- 
perament, has no sympathy with un- 
necessary conventionalities, nnd who 
desires always to sec work done In (bo 
quickest and most effective way, has 
appointed a comtnlnslon of five men, 
selected from four ot the executive de- 
partments, to Investigate the govern- 
ment methods of doing business, nnd, 
If possible, to discover and recommend 
better wnys. In prlvnte .business red 
tape practices are killed off by compe- 
tition; for, other things being equal, 
tbo firm which docs Its work In the 
most -direct and economical way has 
an advantage. In government business 
competition plays no part nnd, ns a 
rule, bos no influence; nnd custom" as- 
sumes an undue Importance. The re- 
sult is a tendency, characteristic of all 
departments of the public business, to 
becomo clogged with rules and entan- 
gled In petty details, tn the great detri- 
ment bo tli of speed and of economy. 

Families living in large towns or 
cities havo sometimes been asked by 
their letter carrier to buy tickets to 
o picnic, . excursion, concert, bnlT or 
other entertainment- Even If the re- 
quest bus not been formally made, the 
tickets,' with the price plainly printed 
on them, have been left at the house. 
It Is not generally known that such 
distribution of tickets is forbidden by, 
the postofUce department- Indeed, 
even those who hnve known of tha 
prohibition have seldom been inclined 
to complain against tho postman who 
has delivered their mall dally in rain 
and eblne for years. At tho beginning 
of the season of picnics and excursions 
this year the Postmaster General call- 
ed the attention of the postmasters to 
the regulation, and said he would hold 
them responsible for Its enforcement' 
The regulation applies to rural-free- 
delivery carriers as well ns to thosa 
In cities; but on the raral-frcc-dcllvery 
routes tho carriers have certain privi- 
leges of their own. They may carry 
"articles or packages of u 11 111:1 liable 
merchandise for hire for and upon the 
request of patrons residing on their 
respective routes." 

Now nnd then one, gets on amusing 
glimpse of the variety of duties which 
the President Is called upon to perform.' 
While ho was settling the difference 
between Assistant Secretary Loomls 
and Minister- Bo wen, ' and deciding 
what- should be done In the case of the 
Santa Fo Railroad Company, and ar- 
ranging for a peace conference be- 
tween Russia and Japan, a delegation 
of Gloucester fish merchants called 
upon him to complain of the' conduct 
of the mackerel. These Inconsiderate 
fish, .formerly very regular In their

They tnko long and fre- 
quent vacations, without giving' any 
Indication as to where they arc going 
or when they will return, and In other 
ways give evidence of lending, a double 
life. The Gloucester fish merchants, 
who have so often fed these mackerel 
and looked after them so tenderly, are 
naturally -hurt. They want tho PreBl- 
*dcnt to get after the rebellious schools 
-with his big stick, and compel the 
mackerel to be good; and ho promised 
to havo the fish commission make an 
Investigation.

When these are cleared out there is no 
reason that the Department shall not con- 
tinue the good work that has been so 
largely inaugurated under the present 
secretary. There is one thing that is like- 
ly to result from secretary Wilson's viait 
to Oyster Bay. . He had a long talk with 
the President there and it is understood 
that it bos been arranged that there shall 
be no pore voluntary, resignations from 
tho department of officials who ore under j 
investigation. It is stated that a large 
number of employees of the department 
besides the prominent heads of bureaus

plicate other bureau officials in the im- 
proper poactices that ore said to have to 
obtained In the. department but there is no 
question but thore is going to bo such a 
cleaning up of the various bureaus as will 
make tho dry bones rattle and it is equally 
safe to say that Secretary Wilson will be 

J allowed to remain and finish the work of 
investigation.

ous con testa for .supremacy wore wo 
once called upon to witness a wreck 
to vast, go complete, so exhaustive, so 
overwhelming. Firteen to five I And 
pulverlxed by Dinkey villa at that!" 

It was terrible. From what we can 
gather from the Incoherent wall of 
our distressed brother the Dinkey vllle 
team excelled In batting; 

"They knocked balls to the south 
and they were returned over tho fence 
from eome county In upper Florida; 
they knocked balls to tbo eastward 
and they wero returned across tho

They pass their lives In tho 
open air and when compelled, as dur- 
ing some of the recent severe weath- 
er, to sleep in houses, they remove 
doors, windows, carpets and curtains 
and sleep with scarcely any covering, 
on hard, simple mattresscB.

That Americans are great meat eat- 
ers may be considered n fact of de- 
rivation from the hun ting and fishing 
At ago of the country's life. So long 
as meat was abundant and cheap It 
had tbe recommendations which led 
to Its choice ns the prlnclplo article of 
food. The vegetnrlan who here and 
there raised his voice In protest 
against tho consumption of flesh foods 
was little heeded. A people arc guid- 
ed in the selection of their foods very 
little, by deliberate choice. They eat 
the things which are closest to hand. 
The time mny come with thnl remote 
future to which Is referred o very thing 
Utopian when nations will deliberate- 
ly select tho predominating articles of 
their diet with reference to tho devel- 
opment of specific racial chnrn<rt eris- 
tics. But at present people In general 
are not oven convinced that what 
they oat has relevancy to what, ns a 
nation, they become. 

For a few centuries to come, Amer- 
icans certainly will continue to eat 
the "food convenient to them," while 
gooaVhumore'dly allowing tbe soreal* 
Ists to tickle" their palates with health 
foods. But own American independ- 
ence or indifference is ameuablo. to 
tho dictates of destiny. Just aovr 
Americans scorn destined to drift more 
strongly than ever toward a fruit diet. 
The moving consideration Is the fanny 
figures, with an upward tendency, at 
which flesh foods are Bold. The other 
consideration la the nbundance and 
cheapness of fruits. Ah wisdom takes 
counsel of necessity, a third motive, 
which of Itself would not have great 
weight, Is the superior wholeaomeness 
of fnil t foods. 

We produce tho biggest apple crops 
In tho world, our peach crops arc un- 
paralleled, our watermelons and small 
fruits respond in abundance to tho 
mere tickling of the soil with a hoe, 
Tho same story holds true of all do- 
mastlce fruits. But this term has be- 
come elastic. California distributes 
throughout tho country great quanti- 
ties of tropical fruits and the area of 
cultivation of those Is constantly ex- 
tending. ' When tho Pnnamn trench Is 
dug the Pacific coast fruits can be 
brought to the eastern markets .with 
greater celerity nnd less cost. Mod- 
ern means of transportation have 
made tho plantations of the West In- 
dies also almost the same as though 
they wero within the country confines. 

If Is Bafe to predict that the con- 
sumption of bananas especially will 
soon be Increased. Oranges are being 
consumed In rapidly Increasing quan- 
tities. Certainly during the- summer 
months fruit will be king. During the 
winter months the farce of habit will 
prevail and more fruit .and less meat 
will be eaten,— Baltimore Herald.

CROPS IN GOOD 3HAPBL 

Vllthtr Bureau B«j« Corn !■ Making: 
Favorable Proareas. 
Orep conditions tr* summarised as 
follows la th« weekly bulletin of Us 
weather bureau: 

1 hiring the wsck ending July SI the 
Ohio valley and northern portions of the 
middle Atlantic States nod New England 
experienced temperatures too low for 
best results, but elsewhere the tempera- 
ture conditions were favorable. Rains 
interfered with form work In tbe Mb- 
sotirl valley, northern Texas and In pot* 
tions of the lower Ohio valley nnd east 
gulf coast districts, while rain Is needed 
In Georgia, portions of Florida, northern 
Mississippi, northern Illinois, Ohio and 
northern New Jersey. 

In the Ohio valley the growth of corn 
has been somewhat checknd by cool 
weather, but elsewhere in the principal 
corn States this crop has made excellant 
progress. Throughout the Atlantic coast 
districts a fine crop Is indicated. In Tan* 
nissec, Arkansas, Indian Territory and 
northern Texas the condition of con Is 
not so promising. 

Thrashing of winter wheat has been 
Interrupted by wet weather In southern 
Illinois and portions of the Missouri val- 
ley and middle Atlantic States, but else- 
where this work has advanced satGfao- 
lorlly. Winter wheat hnrrest Is finish- 
ed, except a small part of the crop Id 
Michigan and New York. 

Spring wheat harvest is In progress 
tn Nebraska, Iowa and the southern por- 
tions of "South 'Dakota and Minnesota. 
This crop has made favorable progress, 
no rust damage being reported, except 
from scattered fields In South Dakota, 
where smut and blight are also prevalent 
to soma extent. Lute spring wheat was 
materially damaged In Washington by 
hot winds of the preceding week, but the 
early crop escapod Injury. Harvest Is 
general In Oregon, with about the aver- 
age yield and quality. 

Oat harvest has progressed favorably 
and ie now becoming conceal in the more 
northerly States. With the exception 
of some damage to harvested oats In 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Tern and Virginia 
the reports respecting this crop sre high- 
ly favorable. 

Some Improvement In the condition ot 
cotton over most of Texas Is Indicated, 
and, while too rank growth and unsat- 
isfactory fruiting nre reported from Ok- 
lahoma, Arkausas, Louisiana aud Missis- 
sippi, a general, but slight, Improvement 
Is also shown In these States. In Ala- 
bama the crop has generally deteriorat- 
ed; in Georgia It h fruiting rapidly 
where sufficient rains have occurred, but 
In other localities of Hint State rain is 
badly needed, aud shedding, rust and 
black root are prevalent, llank growth 
and shedding are also reported from 
Tennessee, the Carolinau nnd Florida, In 
which States no improvement Is indicat- 
ed, except on clay lands in South Caro- 
lina, while on sandy lands In that State 
the crop has deteriorated.

It Require* Much More to Support « 
Family Than 16 Years Abo* 

In the last bulletin Issued by tho bu- 
reau of labor It is shown that the living 
expenses of the average fjrinlly during 
the period between 1800 and 1004 have 
increased ,from 25 to 00 per cent. 

Beans and sslt beof hare gone op 15 
per cent, lard 10 per cent, butter 24 per 
cent, cornmeal 38 per cunt, crackers 18.0 
per cent, molasses per cent, eggs 70,0 
per cent, herrings 58.9 per cent, salt 15 
per cent, pepper 05.3 per cent and cur- 
rants 20 per cent. 

These arc only a few of the articles 
which show an increase. Although the 
bureau of labor claims that articles class- 
ed under the general head of "Food?* 
have increased in price only 7.2 per cent, 
the argument Is a false one, Is tho claim 
of the New York World. 

While It Is shown that flour has In- 
creased 30 per cent and eggs 70.0 per 
cent in price, nutmegs have decreased 
05.7 per cent and prunes 44.0 per cent. 
Nevertheless they sre all lumped In 
together under the head of "Food," and 
an average increase of 7 per cent is ob- 
tained. This is the merest sophistry. 

Since 1804 conned goods have advanc- 
ed over 25 per cent On the dozen cans. 
The Standard Oil Company has advanced 
the price of oil 8 ccuts a gallon in the 
same time. Bread Is still cents,, al- 
though the price of flour has risen 30 
per cent. This is hocauso the bakers, to 
protect themselves, were forced to make 
the loaf smaller. 

The hens of to-day produce four tlmea 
as many eggs as a similar number did 
ten years ago. The advance In price has 
been phenomenal. The. art of cold stor- 
age is the one great barrier which pre- 
vents commodities from finding a natural 
price level. These cold storage plants 
are controlled by the trusts. 

We eat eggs laid a year ago. Wo eat 
chickens and game that were killed Inst 
year and beef that has been on ice for 
years. You may find In these cold stor- 
age houses barrels of frozen turkeys 
which were killed last Thanksgiving day 
and which you may probably sat next 
November. 

Soda crackers have decreased 10.5 per 
cent in' price and about 50 per cent In 
sire. Fresh vegetables cannot very well 
be kept for next year's consumption, con- 
sequently they have decreased naturally 
In price with the advance in truck farm- 
ing. 

Coal has clambered up the scale about 
$2 a ton since 1800, without counting the 
extra high figures reached In 1003, 

As for 'clothing cotton flannels have 
Increased 13.3 per cent, common suitings 

14.1 per cent, common boots and shoos 

10.2 per cent, women's dress goods 10.8 
per cent, blankets 18.3 per cent, and 
thread 20,1 per cent. ' 

The laborer pays more by 15 per cent 
for his furniture now than ten years 
ago, He -pays about 10 per cent more 
for the commonest kind of dishes and 
table cutlery, and for the luxury of to- 
bacco 17 per cent more."

President Act* on Itcqtieetof the Lottie* 
latin Governor. 
The federal government will take full 
control of the yellow fever situation.' 
Gov. Blanchnrd of Louisiana Friday 
nftcrnoon sent n. request to that effect 
to . President lloosevelt, niul tlie latter 
Immedlntcly 'directed Surgeon General 
Wymnn to take every step In his power 
to meet the ait nation. Gov, Rlanctinrd's 
appeal to the President was the result 
of the action of n mass meeting of clti- 
T,ens In Now Orleans, nt which the opin- 
ion wns expressed that federal control 
would result In nn immediate restoration 
of confidence throughout the South, and 
would do nwny with nil danger of conflict 
between tlie States over quarantine regu- 
lations. 

While it wns declared there wns no 
Intention of admitting that the situation 
had got beyond the control of the local 
authorities, It was the belief of those 
present tbat Surgeon Genral Wyinan 
would bo able to send n force of physi- 
cians to New Orleans thoroughly equip- 
ped for handling the fever situation, be- 
cause of their experience In Cubu, Mex- 
ico and nt different points In the United 
States, nnd that the government would 
have the facilities for enforcing a scien- 
tific campaign not possessed by the local 
authorities. 

President A. Brit I In of the cotton ex- 
change presided nt the meeting. The 
announcement of the action taken nt' 
first created some nl arm In the city,' 
wh'eh was quickly allayed when it be- 
came known that the authorities' had 
acted .simply in tho belief that the prompt 
nctimi now in turning over the direction 
of n Hairs to the marine hospital service 
would almost certainly avert an epi- 
demic. 

Friday morning the launch Tom of the 
Louisiana licet, with Lieut. Ivy in com- 
mand nnd Sheriff Nuncx of St, Bernard 
Parish on board, captured the .Missis- 
sippi boat Tipsy. In command of Cap- 
tain English. The cnptnln and crew 
were placed under arrest by Sheriff Nu- 
ncr and sent with their boat to St. Ber- 
nard Parish, where the officers and men 
were taken to the parish prison. The 
Tom was running through Lake Ilorgnc 
wheu the Tipsy attempted to liead it off. 
The Naval Reserves on the Tom con- 
cealed themselves and allowed the Mis- 
sisslppians to board their boat before 
disclosing their identity. 

The Mississippi quarantine boat Grace 
was also forced to haul down its quaran- 
tine flag while In Louisiana waters. 

Four other launches joined the Ma- 
jestic nud Mnrle nud nearly all of the 
loo available men of the Naval Reserves 
nre on the scene, only enough being licit! 
in New Orleans to man the United States 
steamer Stranger, which Is unable to 
navigate Lake Morgue, bnt Is held in 
readiness to proceed to Mississippi sound 
In caso she Is needed. 

Hundreds of people are tempornrly 
moving out of New Orleans Into St. 
Tammany parish, which la practically the 
only nearby haven to which people from 
the city can go. Tho pnrlsh has refused 
to put a quarantine, and has Opened Its 
doors, to Jill refugees. No case of yel- 
low fever has ever developed there, even 
during tho most serious epidemics. Cases 
have been taken to the parish, but wheth- 
er' the patient died or recovered there 
has never been any extension of the In- 
Tetloii. Tho reason .for tho Immunity 
of St; Tammany Is that the stegomyla 
has never existed there. - 



Great Dlitress Compete Surrender on 
(Sakhalin I aland After Lone Flight, 
A report giving details of tho Unal 
pursuit and surrender of tlie majority 
of the Russian garrison on Sakhalin Isl- 
and on July 31 -has been received nt To- 
klo ns follows: 

"An Independent cavalry column on 
the afternoon of July 28 attacked the 
enemy south of Paleo nud routed him, 
driving him southward, capturing two 
field guns, besides a number of rifles nnd 
a quantity of ammunition. 

"On July 20, the cnvnlry, being re- 
enforced, vigorously pursued the enemy 
south of Taylan, which lies twenty-five 
miles south of RykofT. The enemy halt- 
ed nt Onol, twenty-five miles south of 
Tnylan, and at 5 o'clock on Die morning 
of July 30 sent n letter under a flag 
of truce to the Japanese commanding 
officer from Gen. Linpuoff, . the Russian 
Governor, saying that the lack of band- 
age material nnd medicines, and the con- 
sequent inability to succor the wounded, 
compelled hlni from a sense of humanity 
to terminate hostilities. 

"The commander of tlie Jnpnncsc forco 
replied, demanding tho delivery of all 
war supplies and property of the Rns- 
sian government, tlie uninjured, and the 
delivery of nil maps, records and papers 
rein ilug to the Russian civil and military 
administration, and requiring their de- 
livery In reply nt'10 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of July 31, otherwise an attacking 
movement would Immediately be started. 
"Col. Tollviteh, on behalf of Governor 
Llapnoff, met Col. Koizumi, Japanese, 
chief of staff, on the morning- of July 31, 
uml accepted the proposed terms. Gov- 
ernor Llapnoff, seventy officers 'nnd 3,200 
men of the Hussion garrison then «nur- 
rendered. The spoils^ consisting of cloth- 
ing, papers aud military supplies, are 
now under Investigation." 

Almost tropical • rains are fulling In 
Manchuria, nnd the hilly regions are im- 
pnssnble for trains of artillery. Every 
tnountniu path isn torrent, nnd every, 
valley a quagmire. Important -opera- 
tions apparently, will bo Impossible for 
a long time to come. The alternation of 
rains and fervid sunshine hnn'ri depress- 
ing effect on tlie health of the nnny. 

Dispatches received from Korea re- 
port that tlie Japanese have, begun a sim- 
ultaneous advance from Ivunuchoderl 
against the Musarict and Pin tsu bang 
passe*, but that ''both columns wore 
cheeked under pressure of the Russian 
advance detachments. The Russian 
losses, the dispatches say, were insigni- 
ficant. 

Japanese warships arc reported to be 
cruising off the mouth oi Peter tho Great 
bay, on which Vladivostok I« sltunted, 
their lights often being visible from Rus- 
sian Island. 

The Japanese are most nctivc In es- 
tablishing trade relations In southern 
MutiL-hurln. Over a score of large . busi- 
ness houses have been established at Yin- 
kow, and 0,000 Japanese sutlora nnd 
larger traders follow close on tlie heels 
of the army.

The worst hailstorm In the history of 
eastern Iowa occurred recently between 
Tipton 'and Mechaulcsrille. The 'hall- 
stones were flat In shape and were 12 
inches across. Many -hogs were killed in 
the pastures, and horses aud cattle, blind- 
ed by tho terrific pounding .of the icy 
missiles, stampeded into wire fences, and 
mnuy vnlmiblo anlmnW were badly cut 
Up, besides being bruised by the hail. 

The storm covered an area of n mile 
und a half.

Nearly all the windows were broken 
In houses in Its path. . The halftones 
struck the plowed fields with such force 
that they were burled In the earth, soft- 
ennd by the week's rains.

PFISTER 18 INDICTED, 

Milwaukee'* Lending Cupltullet nnd 

Politician Caught In Graft DroKuet. 

Charles P. Pfister, Milwaukee's lending 
capitalist — manufacturer, banker, street 
railway magnate, newspaper owner, hotel 
man ami head nud front of the stalwart 
or anti-La Follutte Republican faction in 
Wisconsin; politics— wns indicted by. the 
grain] jury Friday, together with four 
other victims of the graft investigation.' 

Aside from the Blgelow defalcation, no 
sensation ever lias stirred the metropolis 
of Wisconsin ns did the neiva that Hew- 
over tho city that the wealthiest cltisen 
nud one of the foremost bUHlness men. 
of t ha* West — tho lumr who j saved 'the 
First Rational Bunk .when lla president 
stole millions— had beuii caught in DIs-. 
triet Attorney Frauds. E. McGoveru's 
dragnet. 

Tlie -District Attorney, when he start- 
ed the present graft inquiry, .declared 
therirworo big iinli In Hlglit, If thoy only 
conld be caught.' PHstcris the biggest 
fish In all tho surrounding waters. 

The Indictment against .Mr. Pfister 
caused n double senna t Ion, tuasninch ua 
persons first hearing the news assumed 
that It might bo tlie. opening. "to (HhcIob- 
urcs In. connection with lliestvoot rail- 
way franchlso grant of a few years ago; 
regarding which there has been nil man- 
ner of talk, The charge against ; tho 
millionaire politician, however, 1* t lint 
of appropriating to his own use $H,000V 
through the uso of which tlie Wisconsin 
Rendering 'Company had expected to gut 
a garbage contract from the city.

of blood Is responsi- 
ble for tho worst 
a J. ijevlih. financial shake up 
Kansas has experienced in a dozen years, 
accompanied by a political upheaval of 
seismic force. It vrnn npan tho brain of 
Charles J. Devlin that the clot formed, 
just before his enormous monthly pay 
roll wns due, and no other man In Kan- 
sas could have brought on so much trou- 
ble by falling ill as Devlin did. 

In tlie first place he was rated the 
richest man in tho State tip te "the hour 
that tho bursting of a tiny blood vessel 
in his brain canned nn apoplectic stroke, 
his fortuue being estimated at $3,000,- 
000 to M.OOO.wuO. Then, his Interests 
wefe so diversified nnd geographically 
scattered that crowding him Into invol- 
untary bankruptcy affected an uncom- 
monly large number of people. But the 
great cause of his present troubles, and 
those of thousands of others, was hU 
practice of relying on his memory. He 
owned or controlled four banks — two In 
Knnsas and two in Illinois — and 20 other 
corporations, among them two railroads. 
Tho affairs of these 30 corporations he 
carried in his head. Die had no knowl- 
edge of bookkeeping, but possessed the 
most implicit faith In his ability to keen 
his financial hearings by tho compass of 
his memory. And, moro Is the wonder, 
ho kept them In that way successfully 
until an accident happened to the com- 
pass, and then no one else aboard his 
financial bark could make even a ra- 
tional guess as to where tbey were. In 
a few daya they struck the rocks. 

A Unique FJ c iirc. 

Devlin Is a unique figure in finance. 
He is SL-Lauisan by birth, 64 years of 
age. As a young man he was clerk In a 
coal office and eventually he becume man- 
ager of a small coal company in north- 
ern Illinois. In 18S0 he was made man- 
ager of the fuel properties of the Santa 
Fc system, nnd when that company went 
Into a receivership Devlin leased Ita coal 
properties. Ho acquired mines In Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Kansas. When the 
miners and the big coaT companies had 
trouble in 1807 Devlin elded with the 
miners and kept his mines going, with 
the result that he made money fast and 
acquired other cool properties. He be- 
came the richest man In Kansas, but good 
fortune did not breed snobbery. He spake 
as pleasantly to a laborer In the street 
whom he knew as to the Governor of the 
State. Much comment litis he caused by 
lifting his hat to an old negro couple 
of his acquaintance. Everybody looked 
alike to Devlin. Another marked trait 
was his desire to see young men suc- 
ceed. He gave them a change wherever 
he could. Ho lived in a pretty home, 
with splendid tlowcra, and other evidences 
of good taste, but no cxcluslvouess. He, 
enjoyed sitting on tlie porch aud having 
the children romp on tlie lawn. 

Work wan his recreation and he was 
a veritable engine. He was the busiest 
man in the West. Hut he had no faith 
in bookkeepers nnd stored nil tho details 
of his business in his head. MoHt of 
his concerns were making money, but all 
were relying upon him as tho motive 
power to keep them In operation. Ills 
credit wua large. Stato Treasurer Kelly 
had 13-17,000 stored In one of his banks 
—tho First National of Topeka, 

A few weeks ago he gave out and was 
forced to his bed. His mind became a 
mast and he could not plan a few days 
ahead. When Devlin's Drain stopped 
working, his enterprises hud to cease op- 
eration, for there was no one In the har- 
ness who knew which way to turn. Three 
of his four baukM are in the hands of 
receivers, 10 of his 20 corporations are 
in bankruptcy, hundreds of bank deposit- 
ors are seeking return of their savings, 
hundreds of coal miners are fearful lest 
tho Devlin mlries shall be closed and 
throw tlieui nnd their families Into tho 
clutches of want, aud the people of the 
State are in a fever of excitement on 
account of* the probable. The- total lia- 
bilities of Devlin are estimated at $3,- 
000,000.

safely adopted: Turmeric, one-hnlf 
pound; cumin, one-half pound; gentian, 
three-fourths, pouud; ground ginger, 
one-half pound; grains of paradise,' 
one-half pound; bl-cnrbonate of soda, 
six ounces; fenugreek, six ounces; 
blood root, four ounces; . asafootlda, 
four* ounces, -blown' sugar, five pounds; 

The above In- 
gredients should be well ground by 
the druggist and bo thoroughly mixed 
With one thousand- pounds of finely 
ground meal, or, if desired, it may bo 
fed without the meal.

The proceeds from the wheat crop, 
the average annual farm value of 
which may bo roughly put nt four 
hundred million dollars, havo-ln more 
than one year been cut down as much 
as fifty per cent, as a result of the 
ravages of the chinch bug and the 
Hessian fly. King Cotton alone was 
damaged to the extent of nearly fifty 
million dollars by the so-called' Mexi- 
can boll weevil, In the single State of, 
Texas, in 1003, according to a care- 
fully .compiled % report Issued by tho 
Census' Bureau. The apple crop has 
been reduced as much ns twenty-five 
I\r cent In many 'seasons through the 
opte^lons of the codling moth and 
otherVnsecta. Bo one might go through 
the entire list. The burden Is dis- 
tressingly heavy, hut It Is safe to as- 
sert that farmers .themselves — who, 
obviously, ought to know as much of 
this 'phase of the matter as anybody — 
-wilt agree that their losses, in practi- 
cally every J nata nee, would be far 
greater were the scientific- knowledge 
of the 'Department of Agriculture's 
staff pot put to account. A. careful 
surrey of the facts leads to' the conclu- 
sion that the total damage., each year 
. would be from two to, four times. as 
largo were It not for tho Department 
of .Agriculture's" unremitting warfare 
against tho pests,, and that a maxi- 
mum annual destruction of two billion 
dollars, or nearly one-half tho whole 
yearly -value .of the country's crops, at 
present, would -bo possible. — C." Arthur 
Williams In "S uccess M agazine."

It Is a common expression to speak 
.of a cow as losing; her cudt when nhe 
stops ruminating. Tbo trouble Is due 
to Indigestion wholly, and .may be 
; easily remedied, Jn most canes, by a 
•proper diet. Usually- this "troublo oc- 
curs most frequently In tho. win tor, 
when thocows-aro heavily grain fed, 
but sometimes occurs with cows In* the 
summer who are on the range, but are 
receiving some grain. In such cases 
a good plan Js to cut out the grain ra- 
tion entirely for a few days, or until 
the cow again chuws her cud, For a 
time after she resumes ruminating, 
feed her largely on the grass with 
some good hay, and gradually get net 
on to the grain, A day or two after 
the grain ration has been cut off tha 
cow should have a single dose of one 
pound of Epsom salts and two ounces 
of ground ginger root mixed In two 
quarts of warm water. In.thowlntei 
reduce tho grain ration one-hnlf, gtv« 
her the medicine named above at the 
beginning of the treatment, and make 
up the ration with roots or ensilage. 
At all times cows should have free ac- 
cess to rock salt, for It is a great dlges. 
tlve. 



To Fat Potatoes In Cellar. 
Here Is an excellent device for use 
In unloading apples or potatoes from a 
cart to the cellar. Take a piece of No 
12 wire (telephone wire) and run it 
from a stake In front of tbcrollway 
down through the roll way, or potato 
bin. String two Iron books' on the 
wire aud hook the loaded basket upon 
these, when the toad will slide smooth- 
ly down and across tho cellar, where 
the helper can empty the basket. A 
light cord attached to tbo basket al- 
lows the man outside to pull the bas- 
ket buck for another load.

more picturesque Bight Oyster Bay has, 
never seen. 

The boomiug of llfty-iilnc great guns 
In tile Bhadow of Sagamore Hill gave 
not lee that the peace plenipotentiaries 
oi nussla and Japan had been brought 
together. Twenty-one of these camion 
notes were for the President and nine- 
teen each. .were given the envoys and 
tholr order-blazoned -suites, as they 
cllmbed over the white sides of the 
Mayflower, where they met In token 
of their resolve to end the far Haste -,\ 
war. 4 -•.-.■•■■■ >■•<. l ■ 

It was n notable scene when the oi\- 
voys of Russia nnd Japan shook hands' 
ns the gucsts'of tho President of the 
United State;*. The dramatic Incident 
was of a momentous character to' nil 
the world, and will bo regarded as 
typical- of the new Influence to be 
exerted -by the United States aa n 
■world-power. 

For the first time In history ambas- 
sadors of foreign powers at war meet, 
on American soil to discuss terms of 
peace. Heretofore European questions 
raised by war have been settled by 
European congresses. Iu the last fifty 
'.♦■cars the controversies of European 
nations have been settled In the lntoi?- 
■*iit of Europe nt Paris, Berlin and 
London. 

When the United States has .been 
engaged in war with a European pow- 
er the terms of pence lmvo been dis- 
cussed in a Eiiropenn capital." The 
treaty of peace between the United 
States and England; after the Revo! u-' 
tlonary War, was negotiated In Purls, 
and that of 1815 In London. The treaty 
nl< peace with Spain, after the war of 
1808; was signed iu Paris. Europe ha* 
been for a century nnd more the seat 
of negotiation aud settlement.. Now 
two great nations, one European and 
A «fa Ue nnd the other Asiatic, seeking 
permanent pence, shim Europe and 
come to the United States. 

The envoys of tbo warring powers 
were received with equal courtesy by 
the President. Questions of rank- nnd 
precedence were put aside lif- th*; 
American way. The envoys meet as 
tho guests not of a cabinet ofllccr, but 
of the President himself, who proposed 
the toast, "To tl-c welfare and pros : 
perlty of the sovereigns and peoples 
or the two, great nations,*' and ex- 
pressed the hope "that a Just and last- 
ing .peace may speedily be concluded 
between them." 

The meeting- of the- peace ." envoys 
was a triumph for ' the President. E[e 
alone brought these men ■ together. 
The President was waiting for the en- 
voys In 'the pretty, cabin of the Miiy- 
ilower/and Assistant Secretary' PJereev 
who had arrived In advance of tho 
ptenlpotcn'tia rl es, made t he To rni n 1 b i ■ 
traduction. The President said that 
he did not need nu introduction to 
Huron Komura or Minister Tit kali (ra, 
for he had met them before. He shook 
hands, however, with tbeb both nu," 
then greeted the other members of the 
party. . 

"After the" Introductions there .was n 
pleasing chat lu tbe.eablri and thoiilhe 
Jnpuueso. gentlemen retired to another 
cabin to make .room, for the 'Russian 
party.' 'Count Wltte, Ambassador 
Rosen and. their suite thatFoiitered the 
criblu, .were Introduced to. the. Tresl, 
dent, - whom'' I iiey a Iready. . k hew. Thou 
the. two parties-were brought together, 
and there wore speeches, ruore hand- 
shaking and more cpnvers'atloii. All 
hands (lien partook. of. a \ stand-up 
buffet lunch, which, It should be said, 
was the President's -clever way of 
avoiding nuy. question, of precedence 
which, might have arisen bad tho Pres- 
ident joined bis. gucsts;nt table. : 

After the (luncheon • the Japanese 
gentlemen said farewell ,.wlth • ninny, 
protestations of good will , nud weiv 
ferried to- tho-Dolphlm-JThc President, 
pud Secretary Pierce soon after left 
tbo. Mayflower In possession of the 
Russians, and tho ceremony' was ended. 
The Dolphin, conveying the Jajini-'rVse, 
nud the Mayflower" with tho;Ru38lflnH 
on board, convoyed by tho Galveston, 
reached Portsmouth .'Monday morning. 
The May flower. Incident, destined, to 
become historic, was In nil Hs.detalls 
essentially American. If, says. the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, tho envoys of Rus- 
sia. and-Jnpnn act tip to the American 
standard, they will meet for discussb'n 
of peace terms untrammeled by in- 
trigue or ninllcemid in the spirit nf 
courtesy and fairness that contrail?!]

There In to be a Japanese empire ou 
the mainland of Asia, declares Walter 
Wei I man; tbo Washington corresspoud- 
ent. .It Is to embrace Korea .- and 
;Miiiiehuria^ and probably a part of .Si- 
beria. ' The Japan of the present Is 
a mere Island kingdom. The Jap-in 
of. the future in to rule the littoral of 
tbo northern Asiatic continent, reach- 
ing far Into the Interior, comprising 
vast, fertile and ponulous provinces. 
The new Japan is to ue tlirlce as great 
In urea nnd twice -as great In popula- 
tion as the Japan of the present. The 
Sen. of Jnpau Is to be the center, i'.u 
heart, of this new empire. That sea 
id to become a Japnucsn hike. Japan 
is to dominate It and* all the lands 
lying about It. Tills dominance of the 
Japanese' Sea nnd Us const country on 
all sides, the Japanese hold, Is -abso- 
lutely essential to their national 
safety. 

l_ The pretension the Japanese put 
forth ns to the Sen of Japan Is not un- 
like the Monroe doctrine which the 
United States applies to the. Caribbean 
Sen. Japan has a Monroe doctrine of 
her ovyn. And the meaning of It Is 
that Japan will view as an unfriendly 
net any effort on the. part of European 
powers to. establish their sovereignty 
or to plant ttielr systems on or near 
the shores of the Sen of Japan. ThU 
Japanese Monroe doctrine applies not 
only to Russia, hut to nil European 
powers. Inasmuch, however, ns'-Ui'ssta 
is the only European power which ha* 
established Itself on the coast of the 
Japanese Sea,, it Is Russia nlouc whose 
possession and known ambitions are 
to be narrowed or delimited by the 
national aspirations of the victorious 
JiipnuYse- 

Tliiis, with one mighty, leap, Japan 
springs from n scattered Island king- 
dom off the Asiatic coast, a mere ocean 
principality half lost lu the maritime 
fogs, to cmplreshlp covering islands 
nud a huge Ntrlp of the mainland and 
^tbe sen which Ilea between them. 
From. rank as twelfth or -fifteenth 
among the powers of the earth Japan 
rises nt a bound to flftlror sixth place, 
and wiih still greater postdbllltlcs 
lying before her Iu Chinese political 
hegemony nnd commercial leadership. 
These arc the aspirations of the Jap- 
anese people nt this moment. This 
(implrc-bulldlhg. ambition - of theirs 
forms the basis of the peace, terms

The United States and Gre.it Britain 
ore well aware of the intention of the 
Japanese to spread their "empire to the 
Ai-liitlc mainland, and -neither' Great 
Britain nor the United States has any 
objection thereto.

The fallowing formula Is a cheap, 
easily made, and snld to be very effec- 
tive mixture for the killing of fungus 
diseases on plants or trees: In ono 
barrel dissolve pounds of copper sul- 
phate In .23 gallons water; In another, 
~\'t pounds washing-soda in 25 gal- 
lons water. When dissolved empty the 
soda solution Into the other, stirring' 
thoroughly. This mixture in Its gen- 
eral f-ppearimce resembles the old 
Bureaux mixture, but Is supposed to 
be stronger and' quicker In Its effects. 
When It stands a while a deposit will 
form at the bottom, but u little stirring 
Is juifllclcnt to mix it for spraying 
smooth and even. 



The depth nt which seed should be 
planted depends upon the quality of 
tho soil. Much good seed Is smothered 
by being planted too deep In heavy 
soil, tbelr vitality being Insufficient to 
force them through tho crust. Seeds 
planned too shallow on light soil dry 
up and fall to sprout from lack of 
moisture. Use common sense. 



Bi-rlne la the Orchard , 
Swine pastures In old orchards are 
not likely to do any harm unless they, 
nre expected to get their entire living 
from scanty growth of grass. In such 
cases they nre likely to gnaw the bark, 
of the trees ff possible. This they will 
Invariably do In young orchards, and ' 
they should never be pastured In such, 
locations. In the older orchards seo 
that they have one good feed a day 
white there, with ono more good meal 
at the pen, morning or night, accord- 
ing to your own Ideas in this matter. 
During the fruiting season tho 
swlne will eat many of the apples that 
fall and get some benefit from them," 
as well as destroy many Insects; then ' 
their" droppings will enrich tho soli to. 
some extent. If the pasturage iu the 
orchard Is scanty one may cut rape 
and cart It to them, or turn them Into 
tho rape field once during tho day, 
then onto good grass pasture and per- 
mit them to uso the orchard mainly 
for shade. Always have a good sup- 
ply of clean fresh drinking water in 
the pasture-orchard, thus giving the 
swine the full benefit of the change 
from tho open range.

Some .poultry raisers clean out n 
good many of the old birds In mid- 
summer, and In this way make room 
for the chickens.

This will prevent chook- 
ed breastbones which -aro likely to"re- 
sult from" roosting on' narrow perches

Aside, from the molting season, 
there is no other, time when the. hen 
needs such careful attention as dur- 
ing tho period when she" Is incubating 
eggs, says Commercial Poultry. -She 
must bo kept free from vermin and 
must have such foods as' wilt main- 
tain the heai-ofher body and keep 
her in good health. Corn Is the best 
food for sitting bens, but should not 
be made an exclusive dlot , Supply a 
variety of food, with corn os, tho 
bnslH, and plenty of fresh, clean 
water. It payable keep the sitting 
hens healthy and. coin fortablo. 

Dehorn I nit Calve*. 

It Is much easier, to say nothing of 
helng moro humane, to dehorn calves 
when they nre young, preferably when 
from three Jo : f our days "old. Clip the 
hair away from th»j- button, take a 
•tick of caustic potash wrapped iu 
some material to protect the '-fingers, 
moisten one end with water and :*ub 
gently over tlio button until the. skin 
becomes ellghtiy cow and smarts a lit- 
tle, ' In a few days a scab will form, 
which will soon disappear, and, If. the 
work Is properly done, will leave the 
calf without horns. Que application is 
usually enough, but in case the horns 
start again the application can.be re- 
peated. Care should be taken that 
none of tbo caustic potash runs. down 
over the. 'hair to injure the' eyes and 
skin, In case the horns break through 
the skin before the caustic Is applied 
It will probably be necessary .to use 
.a knife to cut off tho button, after 
which a little caustic potash can bo 
rubbod over the exposed surface. 



' Bale* of FeadlaK a Mistake. 

It Is dangerous for one to lay down 
hard and fast rules for tho feeding of 
stock of any kind, and when one poul- 
try ma n Bays runt two-thirds of the ra- 
tion of grain for laying bens may safe- 
ly be of corn, ho may bo giving the re- 
sults of bis own experience, and yet 
this rule would not be a safe ono for 
all poultry men to fallow. Experience 
has* shown that Individual fowls, as ' 
well as breeds, must bo bandied differ- 
ently. For exhmple, In our flock of 
about one hundred laying Plymouth 
Rocka there arc a dozen or so hens 
who are not nearly so fond of com 
hb tho others, but consider wheat an 
especially desirable dish. We make it 
a business to carry a small measure of 
wheat to the house on the day we feed 
'corn and after these odd birds have 
eaten all the corn they want we give 
them a handful of wheat.* 

The egg return proves that this Is 
profitable, We have another flock of 
Buff Wyandot tes that If fed a two- 
thirds ration of corn get so fat the/ 
stop laying. This we have proven by 
repeated experiments, so we feel justi- 
fied In saying that while a two-thirds 
corn ration may do for some. hens it 
will not do for all, hence should not" be" 
advised for general feeding without 
qualifications. It Is considerable of a 
mil sauce to feed poultry and cater to 
their whims, but It almost Invnrlably 
pays to do It If one has flocks of con- 
siderable size, — Indianapolis News.

HEROIC SEA CAPTAIN 



STORY OF BRAVERY IN AN OCEAN 
DISASTER. 



Skipper of the American, After Acci- 
dent Unforeseen and Unavoidable, 
-Saved Every Person on Board of 
His Little Flotilla of Small Boats. 

In tho New York oftleo of a great 
steamship line Is Capt, Wnlt, tho ma- 
rine superintendent, Twenty-five 
yeors ago ho figured' as one of (tic 
heroes of a shipwreck In the Atlantic 
off the coast ot Liberia. Capt. Wait 
was skipper of the American, 2,000 
tons, running between England and 
South Africa. Tho story of that ship- 
wreck reada like a chapter from Frank 
Stockton. When day broke on the 
morning of April 23, IS SO, tho steamer 
was close to tho equator and about 
100 or 150 miles from the Llberian 
coast. Suddenly. In the first morning 
watch, between 5*aad 6 o'clock, there 
was a fearful crash In the engine ' 
room, followed" by a. „ concussion ] 
against the ship's side,' which for an" 
instant suggested that she Gad struck ' 
oa st rock. . Halt-dressed passengers ' 
hurried on deck and eagerly Inquired 
what had happened, but were mot In 
the coolest possible manner by Capt, 
Walt and Mr. Hepworth, second offi- 
cer, who assured them that It was 
merely a break-down of some part of 
the machinery. The passengers re- 
turned to their cabins. The propeller 
shaft had broken In the stern tube 
and had burst open the side of the 
ship. There was no. hope > of saving 
tho steamer. 

"It mesas the boats," CapL Walt 
remarked, "but she will float for a 
few hours yet, so we will get the pas- 
sengers Into this saloon sod hare 
breakfast served," This was promptly 
done and CapL Walt took hla usual 
place In his usual cheerful manner, 
while Mr. Hepworth and tho crew 
busied: themselves In getting the ship's 
boats readyv. After breakfast Capt. 
Watt mentioned. In manner so coot as 
to be almost casual, that the accident 
had damaged the ship's side a good 
deal and , that therefore It was better 
to be prepared, for any emergency. 
The passen«ers, when they were 
ready, took their places la the boats. 
Quickly but methodically, and without 
the least hurry, the eight boats, which 
were provisioned and manned,, were 
filled, and when ever other person had 
been safely passed over the side CapL 
Walt left bis ship and Joined his crew 
nnd passengers. Very shortly after, 
about noon, the American was seen to 
sink. 

CapL Walt divided his little flotilla 
Into two sections. Of the first he 
himself took- charge and Mr. Hep- 
worth became responsible for tbe 
other. The part of tho sea where the 
American went down was, of course, 
In the Immediate track of numbers ot 
sailing ships and steamers, but as It 
was also very close to the Llberian 
coast It was decided to make for the 
latter. During the first night at sea 
the little flotilla, became separated. 
On the following day Capt. Watt sad 
two ot his boats were -picked up by 
a brig which took them to Grand 
Bassa, and thence -to > Sierra Leone, 
where they were transferred to a 
steamer called the Senegal,, then on 
her way to England. * 

Curiously enough', the Senegal, on 
her voyage home, was stranded on an 
Island of the Grand Canaries, so that 
some of- the American's passengers 
had a second unpleasant experience 
before getting back to . England. In 
the meantime Mr. Hep worth's boat 
and two others made for. the Llberian 
coast, which tbey reached on tbe third 
day. In coDBequen.ee of the surf, how- 
ever, they found It ita possible to land, 
so they headed out to. sea again, and 
two days later were picked up by a 
steamer called the Congo and taken 
to Teuerife and thence to Madeira and 
from there, to England. 

This left only the gig and the dingey 
to be accounted for. The former was 
heard of In a few weeks, -but when 
nearly twelve months had gone by 
and the. eighth and smallest boat of 
them all still remained' missing the 
worst was feared, But in a year al- 
most to a day from the date of the 
catastrophe came the news that the 
dingey, too, had -been plcked'ap with- 
in a few days of the accident by a 
sailing ship onher way to Australia. 
Thus It was many months before the 
intelligence. could, be conveyed to Eng- 
land.

Many persons, no douhL will con- 
clude thnt there la, practically no 
chance of securing euch desirable 
prlzeB as tho»lnrgo sums of money- 
five prlros each worth £8,000— off er$d 
by the Nobel boquosL where it Is ab« 
solutely needful to have attainments 
of both a learned and brilliant nature; 
yet, says Tit Bits, a study of the fol- 
lowing particulars of prises which aro 
being, offered to-day will show that' 
there aro other splendid opportunities 
well within tho scopo of most people. 

Among the many varieties of cactus 
then Is one which Is known as the 
prickly pear; It Is a rather attractive 
looking ; plant, but Its leavos are cov- 
ered with hair sharp enough to pierce 
the hands of any ono who Is so rash 
as to touch It.

M. Mas- 
senet has already been secured as one 
of the adjudicators. 

Women can gain a prise ot £200 
which Is being offered by the Wom- 
en's Institute of Science at Naples; it 
Is to be given' for the best work on 
any subject of scientific research, but 
It must be based on Independent labor- 
atory experiments. 

Another Interesting subject Is "The 
best. least Irksome, and least costly, 
method, ot securing tbe mole able- 
bodied youth ot this country for serv- 
ice In the 'regular- or* auxiliary forces 
as existing, and for expanding these 
forces In the time* of war." for; the 
three' beat esskya dealing with these 
topics the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution offers prises consisting of 100 
guineas, "SO guineas and 10 guineas,
